Hi everybody, 


I am looking for a tuner expert for some advice on a little 
(well big for me) problem that I am having with a ZM clone tuner. 


I am using an Argonaut 515 recently obtained for SSB use, and once 

a filter has been HB'd, for CW. This particular rig appears to be 
receiving horrible QRN across the middle of every amateur band that 
that I tune, and has made listening for faint qrp signals an exercise 
in frustration, (particularly on the local qrp ssb net on Friday 
nights). 

The QRN sounds as if it may be a pump, traffic signals or a repetitive 
harmonic from a FM 'Boom/Tish' radio station. This does not occur with 
the SW80 or the old CM Howes DC rig so it may be peculiar to the 
Argonaut. 


As a hint, I paralleled a 350 pFd cap across the 300 ohm feed to the 
antenna at the tuner, Bingo, NO QRN, it also appears to NOT affect the 
Tx output. Signals now pop out of almost no noise on 80m and other 
bands 

and are quite readable at minuscule levels. 


What I would like to know is 'What have I done?'. 


Have I created a resonant circuit with the output turns link 

on the ZM with the capacitor in parallel that just by fluke happens to 
co-incide with the qrn? or or is it something else diabolical that I 
will regret if I continue to use it to transmit? The antenna is an 80m 
dipole at 15’. 


Any help, hints etc. would be very appreciated.

Greetings from Alaska, 


I have only managed seven QSOs in the first hour but one thing that is 
interesting to me is the one-way nature of the signals. Maybe only one 
signal from Washington has even moved the meter. Most signals are very 
very weak in the strict sense of the word. It spite of that I get 559, 
579 or even 599 (I understand that from a contest perspective, I guess) 
and yet on at least two of my contacts the best I gave was a 339 and 
they should have been 229 or 219. For all the 22 years I have lived up 
here and the time on the air you would think I would get used to this.

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Paul and the List: 

I don't have a K-2 but this should work with most tuners. 

You might try a length which is an odd multiple of 

1/4 wavelength on 14 MHz. I say this because the internal tuners in 
many 

radios do better with low or "medium" impedance antennas. A wire which 
is 

1/4 wavelength or odd multiples will be between 30 and 150 ohms. The 
counterpoise wires (one or two wires) can be about 17 feet. A 3/4 wave 
for 14 Mhz will be around 50 feet - not too cumbersome for stealth ops 
from a hotel. Other non-resonant lengths will work, if the tuner will 
permit a match. 


For another thread: 
I'd like to how well the K2 internal tuner matches different end-fed 
wire lengths (or loads between 20 and 2K ohms) over the nine bands.
